If the farmers and business men of 
the south who have been following 
the determined crusade against the 
gambling features of the New York 
Cotton Exchange imagined it was to 
meet with an interval of repose, they 
are now supplied with gratifying news 
te the contrary. Congressman Living- 
ston has announced that should the 
postoffice department decline to grant 
2 fraud order against the exchange, 
he will transfer the eyidence in the 
case to the depattment of commerce 
and Jabor, with the view of having 
the bureau of corporations institute 
an investigation into the alleged prac- 
tices of which complaint is made. 

The charges against the New York 
exchange have heen printed several 
times in The Constitution. The cita- 
tion of one day’s quotations is suffi- 
cient, On the day in question, while 
spot cotton was quoted at 10.80, quo- 
tations on future contracts for the 
same month were placed at 9.37. 
Making due allowance for the wide
